governor of Kiang-Su, sent a telegram 
on the I4th to the southern viceroys and 
governors, directing them to forward all 
war funds to Shensi. But as an imperial! 
decree was issued on the 13th, the depart- 
ure, if it took place at all, must have 
been subsequent to that’ date.

A telegram dated the 20th from the 
Japanese foreign office says: 

“The Japanese consul at Amoy 
graphs as follows on August 18th: 

“It is reported from the interior that 
in Ting Chou Fu and Lung Yuen Chou, 
several Christian chapels were destroyed 
by mobs. The anti-Christian movement 
appears to be spreading toward the dis- 
trict of Chang Chou Fu. There do not, 
however, seem to be any foreign’ mis- 
sionaries in the fmMmterfor.’ ”’ 

Prince Ching, referred to as still at 
Pekin, is the Chinese official most' friend- 
ly to the foreigners, while Prince Tuan, 
who is said to have followed the em- 
press dowager, is the Yead of the antil- 
foreign element. Yung Lu probably is 
the Jung Lu in command of the impe- 
rial forces. 

The state department this morning re- 
ceived a dispatch from Consul Fowler, 
dated Che Foo, August 15th. It relates 
to the massacre of missionaries and 
others at Pao Ting Fu, which has been 
referred to a number of times in the 
press dispatches, and has lately conceded 
to have occurred on June 30th. The first 
part of the dispatch is so badly man- 
gled in transmission that it is impossi- 
ble to make much of it. The text is 
as follows: 

“Che Foo, received August 15, 1900.—Sec- 
retary of State, Washington: Evening 
18th. Reported all Presbyterian missiona- 
ries at Pao,Ting Fu_ killed June _ 30th, 
prémisés burned—same (night?) Catholic 
mission, Rain stopped work. July Ist at- 
tacked American (board?) (Pitkin?) shot 
dead trying to keep gang out, Misses Mor- 
rell, Gould taken boxer headquarters, 
killed. (Bagnall?) killed near (Temple?). 
Cooper and Belgians fate uncertain. Offi- 
cials hari sent all home from yamen. All 
natives connected -with foreigners suffered 
like fate. Authority special] messenger 
sent by Tien Tsin missionaries. 

“POW LER.” 

The state department today issued the 
following statement: 

“The acting secretary of state makes 
public the receipt of a telegram from 
Consul General Goodnow, dated the 20th 
instant, reporting a statement of the gov- 
ernor of Shan Tung, that the empress 
left Pekin on the 18th for Sinan Fu in 
the province of Shensi, and that Princes 
Ching and Tuan and Viceroy Kang Yi 
are still in Pekin. 

‘**Sinan Fu’ appears to be another pho- 
netfe verson of the name of th capital 
of Shensi, where there is an imperial pal- 
ace. It is otherwise spelt Hsi An, Si An 
and Si Ngan. the suffix ‘fu’ denoting city, 
which is a seat of administration.”’ 

The bureau of navigation this morning 
received the following cablegram from 
Admiral Remey: ° 

“Taku, August 19.—Authentic report 
from Pekin 15th, from Lieutenant Lati- 
mer. Troops moving on imperial city. 
Clearing out Tartar city. All Americans 
who remained in Pekin are well except 
one child. Captain Myers recovered from 
wound, has typhoid fever, crisis passed 
and now convalescing. Assistant Surgeon 
Lippett was wounded in upper left leg, 
bone fractured; leg saved; now recover- 
ing. The following killed during siege in 
Pekin: Sergeant J. F. Fanning, Privates 
Cc. D. King, J. W. Tucher, J. Kenney, 
R. E. Thomas, A. Turner and H. S. Fish- 
er. .Wounded—Private J, Scholder, elbow, 
severe, now dangerously ill from. fever; 
Seaman J. Mitchell, upper: arm, severe. 
now recovering. All others wounded and 
sick returned to duty. Casualties, Major 
Biddle’s command, attack Tan Pating: 
First Lieutenant Butler, chest: Private 
Green, wrist; Private Warren, right tem- 
ple; all slight. Reported from Chinese 
sources that the royal family have es- 
caped and are en route to Sian Fu.”’ 


Wilcox Moves to Shanghai. 


Washington, August 20.—The state de- 
partment is in receipt of a telegram from 
Levi §S. Wilcox, consul of the United 
States at Hankau, China, dated at Shang- 
hai, August 18th, n which he states that 
upon the advice of the department he 
has removed to Shanghai, as have the 
other Americans who were in Hankau. 


Russians Defeat Chinese. 


St. Petersburg, August 20.—General Or- 
loff. chief of staff to the Russian troops 
in China, reports to the Russian war 
office the defeat of 7,000 Chinese, after a 
hard fight, the capture of Yuh Shi pass 
and the occupation of Meduchei. An im- 
perial ukase has been issued prohibiting 
the exportation of arms or ammunition to 

hina.

Berlin, August 20.—Field Marshal Count 
von Waldersee, accompanied by his staff, 
left Berlin this morning en route f6r 
China. Responding to a hurricane of 
cheers on starting, Count von Waldersee 
said humorously: 

‘We shall try what can be done there.”’ 

He had great ovations when passing 
through Leipsic, Ratisbon and Munich. At 
the Bavarian capital he was welcomed by 
the prince regent.

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JAPANESE ARE IN PURSUIT. 


Dowager Empress and Her Court 
May Be Captured, 

London, August 20.—The Japanese cay- 
alry has left Pekin in pursuit of the dow- 
ager empress and her escort, according 
to telegrams from the north received at 
Shanghai by Chinese officials. These 
dispatches aver that the empress and 
her treasure train, protected ‘by 30,000 
troops, have already arrived at Wu Taf 
San, in Shan Si province. 

The field telegraph north of Yang Tsun 
is interrupted, and nothing under Pekin 
date appears to have reached Yang 
Tsun since August 17th. Heavy rains 
have been falling in the province of Pe 
Chi Li. 3 

The landing of the British troops at 
Shanghai is not causing excitement among 
the natives. A detachment of one hun- 
derd French marines landed there today. 
A customs cruiser is reported to have 
gone to Tien Tsin to take away the for- 
eigners rescued from Pekin.

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Dr. Sturley Harrington, Who Lived 


on the Missouri-Kansas Line, 
Uses His Gun and Pis- 
tols with, Deadly 
Eftept. 
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Leavenworth, Kas,, August 20.—At Far- 
ley, a small town acrdéss the river in-Mis- 
sourl today. Dr. Sturlev Harrington, a 
physician of Farley, drunk and imagining 
fancied wrongs. killed James Wallace, his 
uncle, a wealthy farmer; Mrs. William 
Wallace. WHarr'ngton’s mother-in-law, 
arn’ J. Poy Dillingham. sheriff of Platt 
eounty, who tried to arrest him, and was 
in turn shot dead bv Harry Dillingham. 
the sheriff’s son. BefoPe he was cornered 
by the sheriff's posse, Harrington held 
up the clerk of a gé@neral store at the 
point of his revolver afd exchanged shots 
with the clerk, firing into a crowd of 
spectators. Harrington’s twelve-year-old 
daughter was a-forced' witness of the dif- 
ferent stages of the tragedy, the physi- 
cian taking her with him in his buggy ae 
he went from place to place on his bloody 
errand. 

Saturday night Harrington quarreled 
with his wife and drofe her from home, 
threatening her life..He had had words 
with James Wallace over a line fence and 
had been ona protracted spree. Mrs. Har. 
rington had not returned home this morn- 
ing and Harrington, repairing to Wal- 
lace’s home demanded to know where she 
could be found, Wallace professed to have 
no knowledge of her whereabouts, where- 
at Harrington whipped out a revolver and 
shot him twice, once in the head and 
once through the heart. Leaving his vic- 
tim as he lay Harrington drove half a 
mile to the home of Mrs. Willlam Wal- 
lace and again demanded to know of his 
wife. To Mrs. Wallace’s answer that she 
knew nothing of Mrs. Harrington, the 
physician shot her dead before she could 
make outcry. 

Harrington drove immediately to Leav- 
enworth, taking his little girl with him. 
The Wallaces were alone and no one gave 
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chase. At Leavenworth Harrfmgton ap- 


peared calm and collected. He purchased 


' some cartridges for his revolver and a 
| 4J-calfber rtfle 


and ammunition for it, 
remarking to the proprietor as he left: 

‘“T have an order for the cartridges at 
the store in Farley and as I am going 
home I might as well take them.” 

As Harrington .retraced his steps the 


liquor and the thoughts of his crime ap- 


parently maddened him. Reaching Farley 
he entered William Wehee’s general store 
and demanded some money of Daniel Can- 
non, the clerk. 

“T have only three dollars. and cannot 
let you have that,”’ said Cannon. 

‘Yes, you can, for I will pay it back,” 
replied Harrington. 

Cannon still refused. an’. Harrington 
drew aa revolver and demanded the mon- 
ev. There were a dozen men in the store, 
but none made a movement tg interfere. 
The clerk turned over the money and 
Harrington started to leave the store. As 
he did so Cannon seized a revolver an# 
fired one shot at him. He missed and 
Harrington turning quickly emptied his 
revolver in the direction of the erowd. 
None of the shots took effect, but they 
sufficed to keep the people at bay an‘ 
Harrington sauntered toward the door. 

Sheriff Dillingham and his posse had 
been following Harrington closely and as 
the murderer emerged from the tore he 
stood face to face with his pursuers, Har- 
rington instantly raised his weapon and 
fired at the sheriff. the ball entering Dil- 
lingham’s forehead. Harrington, a mo- 
ment later, stepper over the body of the 
dying sheriff and started to run. He had 
gone but a few rods when a shot from the 
revolver of Harry Dillingham, son of the 
sheriff, brought him to the ground, Both 
Sheriff Dillingham and Harrington died 
within a few minutes. The cause of the 
shooting is said to be trouble caused by 
Harrington having been expelled from the 
Masonic lodge of Farley. He was expelled

FIX REGULAR MEMORIAL DAY 


When a Member Dies Sketch of His 
Services During the Civil War 
Will Be Compiled—General 
News of the Cen- 
tral City. 


Macon, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)—At 
a meeting of the Bibb county camp of 
Confederate Veterans tonight’ a resolu- 
tion was introduced by Robert-w. Jemi- 
son and unanimously adopted setting 
apart the date on which the southern 
confederacy was inaugurated or organ- 
ized as a day in each year on which 
public memorial services shall be held 
by the camp in memory of all members 
af the camp who may have died during 
the preceding twelve months. A pro- 
gramme of music, speeches, biographical 
sketches, etc., will be made on such oc- 
casions. The resolution provides that a 
tommittee of three be appointed, whose 
duty it shall be when a member dies to 
compile a sketch of his war services, 
which will be read at the memorial ser- 
vices. Thus will be obtained an interest- 
ing history record of the members of the 
Bibb camp. The idea of a camp memo- 
rial day is entirely new in the history 
of the United Confederate Veterans’ As- 
sociation or the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, so far as the members of the Bibb 
camp know, and the action of the Bibb 
camp may lead to the adoption of simi- 
lar memorial services by the various con- 
federate camps throughout the country.

TREASURER HARVEY 
RESIGNS OFFICE 


Makes Request of Brunswick Council 
for Investigation. 


HIS“BOOKS ARE NOT RIGHT 


There Is an Apparent Shortage of 
About $18,000. 


HARVEY CANNOT ACCOUNT FOR IT 


His Friends Think the Shortage Is 
Due to Bad Bookkeeping—An 
Investigation Ordered, 


Brunswick, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
At a special meeting of Brunswick's 
mayor and council held tonight City 
Treasurer H. H. Harvey asked to be re- 
lieveli from his office. Harvey also re- 
quested in connection therewith that an 
expert accountant be placed on his books. 
‘Council granted Harvey’s request by ap- 
pointing City_Clerk L, C. Bodet temporary 
treasurer pending an investigation of 
Harvey’s books and also authorized Har- 
vey to employ an expert to examine them. 
Harvey’s request was made due to the 
fact that he had recently found an ap- 
parent error in his accounts and in at- 
tempting to trace that error with City 
Clerk Bodet he had found hig bills pay- 
able account checked up about $19,000 
short. In continuing the investigation 
through his expense account an error of 
over $1,000 in hig favor had been dis- 
covered making the apparent shortage of 
his account as treasurer about $18,000. 
Harvey, realizing that a mistake had 
been made somewhere, decided that the 
best solution of the affairs would be to 
turn his books over for expert examina- 
tion and let the experts balance them. 
Harvey has also notified his bond com- 
pany of the apparent shortage. He is 
bonded in the United States Fidelity and 
Casualty Company of Baltimore for 
$15,000. Mayor Atkinson and the individ- 
ual members of council express the 
greatest confidence in the treasurer, as 
do also those few citizens who have 
learned of his request to council tonight. 

Treasurer Harvey is a young man with 
a large family, consisting of a devoted 
wife and seven children. Neither he nor 
any member of his family are extrava- 
fagt and they have always lived in a very 
modest manner. During the period that 
the apparent shortage appeared he had 
an income from property inherited from 
his father and his office as treasurer of 
nearly $400 per month. He neither specu- 
lated nor indulged in any bad habits, The 
present difficulty in hig accounts can be 
attributed to the bad bookkeeping of his 
deputy, but beyond that no blame can 
how be attached to Haryey’s record.

DEATH OF JUDGE A. E. TARVER

Distinguished Citizen of Jefferson 
County Dies of Old Age 
at Bartow. 


Bartow, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Judge Andrew BH, Tarver died last night 
of a general breakdown consequent on 
old age. While he had: been in failing 
health for some time, his death was un- 
expected and his wife wag visiting friends 
in north Georgia, and has been tele- 
graphed for, 

For many years Judge Tarver had been 
a notable figure in this section. Born 
November 25, 1817, of a prominent fam- 
ily, he attended the old field schools of 
the day and on reaching manhood became 
a& planter and stock raiser. He always 
retained control of his plantations and 
on each return from the legislative halls 
went back to his country home and to 
farming. He was repeatedly chosen to 
represent his people in the legislature, 
having gone there in 1859, 1860, * 1878, 
1879, 1884, 1885 and 1889. In 1870 he mar- 
ried Miss Julia A. Daniel and two chil- 
dren of the marriage survive him—Mrs. 
B. T. Culver and 8S. B. Tarver, both 
of this county. In 1889 he married Miss 
Maggie Stone, of Decatur, who also sur- 
vives him. 

Judge Tarver was a man to command 
the respect and love of all who knew 
him. Six and ong-half feet tall, of 
commanding presence, with a heavy suit 
of snow white hair and beard and with 
strong, rugged features, his physical self 
was a true index of the mental man. 
Born and brought up under the old re- 
gime, he always remained one of its ex- 
ponents, and his ante-bellum country 
home has always been noted for its free- 
hearted hospitality. He was never able 
fully to adjust himself to the changed 
environment brought about by the war, 
but nevertheless leaves large estates in 
Washington, Jefferson and Johnson coun- 
ties. It would be hard to find a man 
who will be more missed by his many 
friends. 

The funeral will take place tomorrow 
morning and the remains will be laid to 
rest in the old family burying ground 
by the side of the first wife and several 
or their children.

Prisoner’s Lawyers Present Affida- 
vits from Two Physicians Show- 
ing Illness Renders the 
~ Trial Impossia'e—No 
Decision. 


Georgetown, Ky., August 20.—The d®& 
fense this afternoon filed a motion for t 
continuance till the October term of the 
case of Henry E. Youtsey, the young au- 
ditor’s stenographer who is indicted as 
one of the principals in the Goebel mur- 
der. The motion is based on the illness 
of the defendant, supported by the affi- 
davits of two physicians; on the illness 
of his attorneys and also on the ab- 
sence of a large number of important 
witnesses. An affidavit was also filed 
by his counsel stating that subpoenas 
had been issued and returned unserved 
in the cases of & number who were de- 
sired as witnesses, and the defendant 
makes affidavit as to what he, expects 
to prove by them. By ex-Governor Ww. 8. 
Taylor, Charles Finley, W. J. Davidson 
and R. N. Miller, all of whom are out 
of the state, he says he wil prove that 
he was in the executive office on Jan- 
uary 27th with a gun, solely for the pur- 
pose of protecting the building and oc- 
cupants from expected riof.. He says 
that Taylor and ‘Miller will testify that 
upon entering the executive office immé- 
diately after the shooting, Youtsey did 
not say that Goebel had been killed, but 
that he did not know what’ had hap- 
pened. That Charles Finley will testify 
that there was but one key to the secre- 
tary of state’s office; that Mrs. C. E. 
Nason will testify that she saw the de- 
fendant walk up the steps to the east 
door of the executive building so soon 
after the shooting that he could not 
have been engaged in it; that ex-Gover- 
nor W. -O. Bradley will say he never 
talked with W. H. Culton or anybody 
else regarding a rumor that’ Youtsey con- 
templated kilHing Goebel. 

The court did not pass directly upon 
the motion for a continuance, but said 
that only one of the grounds set up in 
the affidavit was to be considered, that 
of the illness of the defendant. He there- 
fore postponed the trial till next Thurs- 
day morning, by which time it would 
be determined whether Youtsey will be 
able to stand -trial, During the sparring 
between the counsel over the matter 
Colonel L, J. Crawford, Youtsey’s half- 
brother and jeading. counsel, made the 
statement that he beHeved [{t passible to 
get all of the absent witnesses here in 
October, including ex-Governor Taylor, 
Charles Finley and R. N. Miller. The 
venire of jurymenm were then called and 
the defense, through Colonel Nelson, 
moved to discharge this vénire and sub- 
stitute one drawn from the jury wheel. 
Argument over this was not finished 
and Judge Cantrill will sit to hear fur- 
ther argument tomorrow. 


Is WITH THE ALLIED FORCES. 


Captain Frederick L. Palmer, of the 

Ninth Infantry Is from Rome. 

Rome, Ga., August 2.—(Special.)— 
Rome feels a special interest in Captain 
Frederick L. Palmer, who is now in Pe- 
kin with the famous Ninth infantry. He 
is extremely lucky in being located at the 
theater of the most momentous event of 
the century—the liberation of the ljong- 
imprisoned and imperiled foreigners. 

Frederick L. Palmer was born in Rome 
in 1863. His father is M. L. Palmer, one 
of the best known men in this section of 
the state. M. L. Palmer was at one time 
president of the state alliance and .has 
recently been nominated by the populists 
of this county for the legislature. 

In a competitive examination for a 
place at West Point from the seventh 
congressional district young Palmer won 
over many competitors. He sraduated 
with distinction in 1884 and was at once 
assigned to the Twenty-first infantry. 

Later he was detailed as military in- 
structor at Gordon institute in Barnes- 
ville and remained there until the Span- 
ish-American war broke out, when he 
was ordered to McPherson barracks, 
where he was in command for awhile. 

He was then ordered to Griffin to mus- 
ter in the Third Georgia volunteers, 


which arduous service he performed in a), 


manner which won for him high praise 
from the war department. 

Shortly afterwards he was promoted to 
a captaincy and was assigned to the 
Ninth infantry and left with them at 
once for the Philippines. For fourteen 
months Captain Palmer was in the very 
brunt of trouble with the Filipinos and 
has more than once won- honorable men- 
tion for distinguished service and great 
bravery on the field. 

When the trouble arose in China the 
Ninth was ordered ‘there and Captain 
Palmer accompanied them. His friends 
everywhere hope he will pass through 
the stormy timeg in the east unscratched. 
Captain Palmer is a genial fellow and 
makes friends readily. He ts sald to be 
an ideal officer.

The storm started in 
the western part of the city near the 
cemetery and swept down to the south 
side and off into the lake. It was two 
miles wide and wreck§d everything in its 
- path. All was over in ten minutes, al- 
though it seemed hours to the panic- 
stricken people. 

The roof of the large warehouse of the 
' Crocker Company was blown off and 

thrown against the large factory. The 
building was wrecked and the large stock 
of chairs was left without protection from 
the rain, which fell in torrents. 

The street car barns were wrecked, and 
street cars were smashed to pieces. The 
electric wires were all blown down. 

The roof of the malthouse of the Kon- 
~ gad Schrieiers Brewing Company was lift- 
ed from the building and carried over 

1 yards and thrown into the street. It 
was carried over the huge ventilators of 
the brewery. 

' The American Folding Bed Company’s 
plant was demolished, and the sheds in 
‘the A. Zimball & Sons’ brick yards were 
blown down and the bricks scattered in 
every direction. 

The storm struck the South Side Lu- 
theran church and the steeple was blown 
down on two residences, smashing in the 
roofs. 

The fourth ward schoolhouse, a beau- 
tiful building, was completely wrecked, 
one side and the front being blown in, 
causing the roof to fall, crushing the floors 
down into the cellar. The plant of the 
Optenberg & Sonneman Co. was partially 
wrecked. Several freight cars standing 
on the Northwestern railroad tracks were 
blown over. 

That no one was killed seems almost a 
miracle. The wind wrecked building af- 
ter building, with the greatest rapidity, 
and there was little warning of the ap- 
proach of the storm. The people in every 
case were out of their houses before the 
storm struck, and those who were struck 
by flying debris were only slightly in- 
jured; In the factories the employees 
were, in many cases, bruised and cut 
from wreckage.

Then the Man Who Had the Task of 
Killing .McKinley Was Soon 
Taken in Custody. 


New York, August 20.—Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Treasury Taylor left for 
Washington _ today. He investigated 
while here the cases of the two Italians, 
Maresca and C@iida, but refused to say. 
anything before reaching Washington. It 
was learned that suspicion as to the com- 
ing of Maresca was inspired by rival de-. 
tective bureaus, who were anxious to 
place the man under arrest on the 
strength of anonymous letters received 
by the American consul at Naples. Com- 
missioner Fitchie said that late Saturday 
evening a letter was received from Con- 
sul Byington, of Naples, inclosing a copy 
of a letter dated August 2d, in which 
an anonymous writer stated that he had 
overheard a conversation between Mares- 
ca and another Italian in a saloon dur- 
ing which Maresca, who was intoxicated, 
had said that he was about to sail for 
the United States to kill President Mc- 
Kinley. The consul added, according to 
Commissioner Fitchie, that he had ca- 
bled the information to Washington and 
that he had mailed copies of the letter to 
various European ports and to ports of 
entry in the United States giving a de- 
scription of Maresca. 

Mr. Fitchie said in addition that not 
only were secret service officers informed 
of this matter, but the New York police 
had the information of it from the Paris 


police officials.

He Was Guarded by Militia from Depot 
to Prison.

Prisoner Charged with Assaulting

HIS BOND WAS FIXED AT $2,000

Attorneys for Jacobi Say They Will 
‘Try and Get It Reduced, as 
They Deem It Too High. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 20.—(Special.) 
Sanford Jacobi, charged with assault on 
a respectable young woman of Clanton, 
Ala., arrived here at 6 o’clock this af- 
ternoon. The alleged assault occurred 
here about’ six weeks ago and the read- 
ing public is familiar with the flight of 
Jacobi, his arrest in New Orleans and 
the desperate efforts made to avold his 
return to Alabama. 

Jacobi was brought back here in charge 
of Detective Payne and an escort of nine 
members of state militia, heavily armed. 
He is about eighteen years of age and 
was stylishly dressed, 

There were about’ three hundred curi-r 
osity seekers at the union depot when the 
train arrived. Every precaution had been 
taken to insure the safety of the prison- 
er.. Eight city patrolmen and several 
deputy sheriffs, heavily armed, were at 
the gate of the carshed. Outside the 


station the chief of police sat in a buggy 
with his hands on two Colt’s revolvers. 
Four mounted policemen patrolled the 
street adjacent to the depot. 

Jacobi, under guard of militia, who car- 
ried loaded guns, with fixed bayonets, 
was hurried out of the depot and into a 
patrol wagon, surrounded by soldiers and 
sheriffs, the prisoner being hastily con- 
veyed to the county jail, where a crowd 
of two hundred persons had gatheréd. 

Fifteen patrolmen kept the crowd back 
and young Jacobi was the first person to 
alight from the wagon. He was pale and 
nervous. His father, E. H. Jacobi, a 
well known citizen, was waiting at the 
prison gate. He embraced and kissed his 
son, while tears were In their eyes. The 
prisoner was immediately locked in a céll 
and his lawyers gave orders that he was 
not to be seen by any one. ' 

It is understood that the bond of Ja- 
cobi will be fixed tofforfow at $2,000, as 
under the statute twenty years is the 


maximum penalty for the crime. It is 
intimated, however, that his lawyers will 
endeavor to have the bond fixed at a less 
amount. One of the lawyers said tonight 
that the bond was too much, and that 
Jacobi would at least remain in jail for 
several days. | 

Due precaution will be taken to pro- 
tect the prisoner and the jail will be 
guarded, but no trouble is feared,

London, August 21, 3:55 a. m.—Owlng 
probably to the Pekin wire being cut Ht- 
tle news of conditions in the Chinese cap- 
ital has come through this morning. 
What has reached London indicates that 
the allies are in need of re-enforcements. 

The commander of the Itallan secord- 
class cruiser Fieramosca telegraphs from 
Taku, according to the Rome correspon- 
dent of The Daily Mail, that very urgent 
requests were coming from Pekin on Sat- 
urday for the immediate dispatch of 
further troops and that in answer to 
these 400 Italian marines were sent off 
posthaste. 

The Japanese minister in London is 
said to have received a telegram last 
evening announcing that subsequent to 
the entry into Pekin a Japanese detach- 
ment went to the imperial palace to af- 
ford whatever protection was necessary. 
The enemy were in strength and fighting 
was still progressing when the message 
was sent to Tokio. The main body of the 
Japanese was then at An-Ting-Men gate, 
the Tartar city, with headquarters at the 
Japanese legation. 

Reports of the presence of the empress 
dowager are still contradictory, but Gen- 
eral Yung Lu, on the authority of the 
Shanghai correspondent of The Standard, 
is definitely announced to be a prisoner 
by orders of the empress in the impe- 
rial palace. 

“This perhaps,” says the correspon- 
dent, “is a good thing, as detention in 
the capital will enable him to negotiate 
with the allies commander, which he 
would do as Prince Tuan’s enemy.” ™™® 

The Chinese minister in London, Sir 
Chik Chen Lo Feng Luh, on being asked 
as to the whereabouts of the emperor 
and empress dowager, replied: 

“They have gone westward to the old 
capital, Hsian Fu, and I think they are 
quite safe there.”’ 

Serious trouble is now threatened in 
the neighborhood of Canton. The Amer- 
icans at Swatow, according to The Da'ly 
Chronicle’s Shanghai correspondent, have 
applied for a warship in consequence of 
serious rioting, and the Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mall says that a 
warship is on the way there now. 

Queen Victoria has sent the following 
message to the commandant of marines 
at Pekin: 

“T thank God that you and those under 
your command have been rescued from 


your perilous situation. With my peo- 
ple I have waited with the deepest anx- 


-lety for good news of your safety and 


the happy termination of your heroic 
and prolonged defense. I grieve for the 
losses and sufferings experienced by the 
besieged.”’ 

A Japanese warship has left Yokohama 
for Shanghai,according to The Daily Mail, 
to land troops and-to protect Japanese 
subjects. The Daily Mail announces that 
Germany will land a detachment at 
Shanghai. Further Yokohama advices to 
the same paper declare that Germany and 
Russia are objects of distrust to the Jap- 
anese press, which urges that Japan, hav- 
ing borne the chief burden of the opera- 
tions, must see to it that the future of 
China is not determined merely by the 
pleasure of the western powers. 

“It is felt,” says the correspondent, 
“that determined action on the part of 
Great Britain, the United States and 
Japan will avert any danger arising 
from the ambition of continental 
Europe.”’ 

The seml-official Japanese organs say 
that if occasion arises Japan can send 
50,000 troops on short notice, and that, 
if the powers are inclined to play a self- 
ish game, special measures will be nec- 
essary. 

Sir Chih Chen Lo Feng Luh, inter- 
viewed by The Datly Chronicle, is repre- 
sented as having said: 

“The present disturbances are only a 
temporary outbreak. We do not despair 
of peace. Everything depends upon the 
conduct .of.the allles who are now in 
Pekin. All subsequent questions rest 
with them for solution. You may be 
quite certain that it is not the antago- 
nism to western ideas which is at the 
root of the troubles, but rather the dffi- 
culty of geverning a great and ancient 
people.”’ 

The Chinese native press, according to 
the Shanghai corresnondent of The Times, 
arserts that Yu Hsien, governor of the 
prevince of Shan Si, with a force of box- 
ers, is marching toward Kalgan, or Chang 
Kia Khou, to meet the empress dowager 
and to escort her south. The Times, deal- 
ing with the dispatch from Washington, 
says: 

“This proposal of Li Hung Chang, as 
it is reported. does not afford a possible 
basis of negotiations of any kind. Until 
we have definite !nformation as to the 
political situation in Pekin we cannot be 
sure that the first duty of the powers may 
not be to set up a government with which 
they can subsequently treat. The time 
for negotiations has not vet arrived. 
When it does arrive they must be opened 
on a different basis from that suggesied 
in the Washington telegrams and must 
be conducted by a differant negotiator 
than Li Hung Chang if they are to have 
any good results.” 

Chinese Troops Surrounded. 

Washington, August 20.—The state de- 
partment tonight made public the follow- 
ing: 

““Che Foo. August 20.—To Secretary of 
State, Washington: Twentfeth. Ragsdale 
reports Chinese troops surrounded in 
palace grounds. LER.” 

Ragsdale is consu] of the United States 
at Tien Tsin. 

Imperial Party Leaves Pekin. 

London, August 20.—The Chinese min- 
ister here hag received a dispatch from 
Pekin saying the empress dowager and 
the emperor left Pekin a few days before 
the allies arrived there.

parties shall put out only machine men 
(these bosses have to protect each other) 
you know. Also, Mr. Coler’s election 
would give ex-Senator Hill the whip hand 
in the state. Mr. Croker would sacrifice 
Bryan and the state organization rather 
than see his arch enemy score a single 
point. Then, too, the young comptroller 
has been very persistent in exposing the 
numerous deals of Tammany. He check- 
ed the Ramapo raid, an effort at biparti- 
san plundering by which the city would 
have paid out $0,000,000 for mythical 
water supply; he denounced the ice trust, 
in which Croker, Carroll, Mayor Van 
Wyck and his brother Gus held stock; he 
charged that curruption worse than in 
the days of Tweed was practiced by the 
Tammany departments and offered to give 
proof; he repeated this charge in a re- 
cent article in The Independent on ‘‘Com- 
mercialism in Politics,’’ in which he took 
Croker’s motto—‘‘I’m out for my own 
pocket all the time,’’ as his text. 

For these reasons and a good many 
more the Tammany chieftain will go to 
any extreme to kill off Mr. Coler. He 
is now insisting that an up-state demo- 
crat should make the race. 

Whether the comptroller will be named 
next month will depend upon the sixty- 
eight votes of Kings county. Since con- 
solidation this Brooklyn organization is 
hand in glove with Tammany. They are 
interdependent for patronage. Hugh Mc- 
Laughlin, the old Willoughby street boss, 
is nominally in control of the Brooklyn 
machine. Really it is bossed by James 
Shevlin and Pat McCarren, Tammany 
satellites. McLaughlin is supposed to be 
in sympathy with the Coler movement, 
although he is now more enigmatical than 
a sphinx. It was the eagle eye of this 
grim old veteran which singled out Mr. 
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Coler. theretofore a young Wall street 
broker, as the proper person for the head 
of New York’s financial department. 

Mr. Coler’s first stroke on getting into 
office was to secure the passage of a 
constitutional amendment relieving the 
city of the combined debt of the con- 
stituent towns, or newly made New York, 
causing it to exceed its debt incurring 
capacity $40,000,000. The Coler amendment 
put the New York treasury $23,000,000 with- 
in the debt limit provision and enabled 
Rapid Transit, the new East river bridge 
and other big tmprovements to be com- 
menced. 


Hugh McLaughlin has rather patronized 
Mr. Coler. Whether he will get out ac- ;: 
tively for him now is another question. — 
Mr. Coler-is not a Hill candidate. This 
will not be admitted by either the ex- 
senator or by the Tammany crowd. Tho 
Croker-Hill feud has torn the party in 
the state to ribbons. Senator Hill during 
the last year has proved an infallible 
hoo-doo. In his fight to regain control he 
has lost no less than five hand to hand 
tilts with Croker since June. 

Between the two leaders there is the 
most venomous hate—Hill embittered by 
successive defvats—the cold, crafty, in- — 
tellectual schemer of the mountains; 
Croker, gloating and glutted with spoils, 
the big-bodied, strength-encumbercd 
ghoul of the gutters. Senator Hill caught 
quickly at the candidacy of the comp- 
troller and his recognized popularity up 
the state. The comptroller was dubbed 
the Hill candidate. This is the club now 
swung by Tammany over the comptroller. 
The relationship between Hill and Croker 
extends just this far: The comptroller said 
after the senator’s Kansas City speech 
against 16 to 1: 

‘Hill is a great man,”’ 

The ex-senator said when Coler killed 
Ramapo: 

“The comptroller is a coming man,” 

They have met several times, but 
happen to know that the senator is not 
in any way responsible for the comp- 
troller’s candidacy. 

The vote at Saratoga last Thursday, 
by the way, when Mr. Hill forced a test 
of strength with Tammany and lost in 
the state ¢ommittee by a vote of 3 te 
36 was no indication of what Mr. Coler 
will do or what will be done to Mr. Co- 
ler. 


Should the comptroller fail to secure the 
nomination for governor it will mean 
the formation in New York city of an or- 
ganization on the lines of the old ‘county 
democracy, opposed to anything Croker- 
ized. Coler will be elected mayor next 
year and Tammany will be sidetracked.

“That the miob violence in New 


York,” says The Transcript, “took the 
form of a race riot seems to have been 
‘an aecident.’’ 


Of course! It is well 
Khown to all who have investigated 
the matter that there is an overpower- 
ing love for the negro in New York, 
due to the fact that the metropolis is 
not far from Boston, where True Phil- 
anthropy has become a profitable busi- 
ness, The New York race riot, accord- 


ing to The Transcript, “has no signifi-* 


camce as to the race prejudice of the 


Whites against the negro, which exists, 


of course, but does not sink in the 
north to the depths of feeling that in- 
cite to the violence that so often dis- 
graces the south.” 

We advise the reader to peruse this 
labored statement calmly, It is a form 
of Boston humor, It is intended to be 
taken seriously at the afternoon teas 
in the hub, but people elsewhere are 
expected to feel that a descendant of 
Sir John Falstaff is editing The Trans- 
cript, We all know how the north loves 
the negro race—at a distance, They are 
permitted to do jobs of whitewashing 
and peddle charcoal, These avenues 
of wealth are freely opened to the 
“eoons,” and public sentiment at the 
north smacks its lips and feels like the 
Essence of Benevolence because the 
*“coons” that are willing to whitewash 
and peddle charcoal are kindly permit- 
ted to earn a precarious living. 

Occasionally, when some respectable 
colored man from the south goes north, 
he is invited to the homes of a few of 
the philanthropists where he igs osten- 
tatiously patronized, and made to feel 
that the philanthropists are perform- 
ing a great deed. We believe it is The 
Springfield Republican—though it may 
be The Transcript—which contends 
that the only way to uplift the negroes 
is to invite them to dinner. 

However, to return to the bell-weth- 
er of humbug, it is plain to be seen 
that a race riot in New York or in 
Chicago, is not really a race riot. The 
reason is that there can be no genuine 
race riot at the “north” because the 
prejudice of the whites against the ne- 
gro “does not sink in the north to the 
depths of feeling that incite to the 
violence that so often disgraces the 
south.” 

The inference is plain that when 
white men at the north run through 
the streets shooting negroes and beat- 
ing them, and crying, “There’s a ne- 
gro! Kill him! Lynch him!”’ they are 
not prejudiced against the colored 
race. No, indeed! They are merely 
trying to invite them to dinner. Such 
hospitality as this seems to be based 
on a form of etiquette that is employed 
only by those who love one another 
and who maintain that an invitation 
to dinner is all that is necessary to up- 
lift and elevate the negro race. 

If we measure things by The Trans- 
cript’s methods there can be no such 
thing as a race riot in the north be- 
cause race prejudice does not sink in 
that region “to the violence that so 
Often disgraces the south.” A great 


Many negroes have been lynched at 


the north, but it is only the jiynchings 
at the south that are “significant.” No 
doubt the true inwardness of the mas- 
sacre of unoffending negroes at Pana, 


1. has been overlooked by a press 
otherwise vigilant. Perhaps the wor- 
thy citizens endeavored to force the 
‘negroes to dine with them, shooting 
them down because they begged to be 
excused. 

The Chicago episode is another proof 
of The Transcript’s theory, There was 
no “significance” in the fact that a mob 
went about chasing and beating all the 
negroes in sight because a colored man 
had robbed a woman of her purse. We 
do not envy The Transcript its gift of 
sardonic humor. “‘The south,” it says. 
“will fing little comfort in New York's 
shame.”” We doubt whether the north 
will find comfort in The Transcript’s 
explanation and excuse. Those of its 
readers who are able to look below the 
surface of its remarks will bardly rel- 
ish such a lame and impotent effort 
to cover up and conceal a fact that 
stands promineptly out in the midst 
of the cant and hypocrisy which mark 
northern discussion of the negro ques- 
tion. 
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Discussion Made Easy. 

Every writer who engages in polem- 
ics, who indulges in friendly discus- 
sion or in vehement controversy, must 
either openly or secretly envy the ex- 
traordinary gift which enables The 
New York Sun to dispose of every ar- 
gument aimed at the republican party. 
The power of our contemporary is 
not limited to destroying the argu- 
hents of those who oppose the repup- 
lican policies; it is able to turn facts 
heels upwards with enviable dex- 
terity. 

The methods of The Sun are so sim- 
ple that grown men have never ven- 
tured to employ them seriously, but 
pur contemporary goes ahead, ener- 
getically, if not amiably, and appears 
to be abundantly satisfieq with its vic- 
tories. 

We give two examples of the re- 
markable ease With which The Sun’s 
gifted editor utterly vanquishes Its 
opponents.

Could anything 
be simpler or more crushing? Indeed, 
such is the gift and power of The Sun

If he doesn’t have a great 
show of prosperity on hand to exhibit 
to the voters in November, he will 
hardly be able to escort the beloved 
president back into the white house 
next March.

Wilcox County Muddle. 


Editor Constitution—I beg the indulgence of 
your readers while I endeavor, as briefly as 
possible, to give them the status of polities 
in Wilcox. George V. Gress and George F. 
McLeod were the rival candidates for the 
nomination for representative. The primary 
was held on July 3ist. The race was hotly 
contested and feeling ran high. On the morn- 
ing of the consolidation it was known by the 
friends of G. V. Gress that he had received 
615 votes outside of Abbeville. It was also 
known by them that at least 200 registered 
white voters throughout the county had not 
voted for representative. There were regis- 
tered for the primary 1,406 voters. Thus was 
it demonstrated to a mathematical certainty 
that Gress was nominated, regardless of what 
the returns from Abbeville might show. No- 
body at Abbeville knew how many votes had 
been cast there. The managers of the election 
there were nowhere to be seen, It was nearly 
| o’clock p. ms when they put ig their appear- 
ance at the courthouse. When the managers 
opened the returns it appeared that 407 votes 
had been cast there. This was known to be 
a physical and mathematical impossibility by a 
comparison and study of the votes cast at the 
other precincts, together with the knowledge 
which the friends of Mr. Gress had of the 
Stay-a-ways throughout the county. A very 
cursory examination of the Abbeville voting 
list revealed the names of several persons 
known to have voted at their home precincts. 
This list was brought away from Abbeville 
that day for more careful examination. On 
motion of a member of the democratic exec- 
utive committee the consolidation was post- 
poned till Monday, the 6th instant. On the 
night of August Ist, myself and some young 
gentlemen were at the clerk’s office in Abbe- 
vill¢ to obtain certified copies of the registra- 
tloy and voting Msts of the several precincts. 
While there we were waited on by the chair- 
man of the county democratic executive com- 
mittee, one of the managers cf the election at 
Abbeville arid six other gentlemen In a body, 
and told that we could not make the copies. 
Under this show of force we desisted. We did 
not go for bloodshed; our errand was a peacea- 
ble and legitimate one. What papers were ta- 
ken from the vault for copying were put back 
by the clerk and the vault was locked by him. 
Myself and companions left the courthouse 
while our visitors were still there. They knew 
we carried no papers away with us. They know 
too that the courthouse was guarded by their 
friends the remainder of the night. And yet 
your correspondent at Abbeville, who knew 
or could have known all the facts, has at- 
tempted to cast the opprobrium of purloining 
the returns and ballots upon me and my 
friends. We were seeking to secure and pre- 
serve thé evidence of the gigantic fraud which 
we knew had been perpetrated. We wWete not 
the only ones that knew it, and we were not 
the ones who had a motive to destroy the evi- 
dence, 

On the 6th the consolidation was postponed 
till the 15th. That day the full committee did 
not go to Abbeville. Chairman Warren had let 
it slip that he was going to declare the result 
on the face of the returns, regardless of the 
views of the other members of the committee. 
On learning this, five members of the coinmit- 
tee refused to go into any meeting. Chairman 
Warren, attended by two other committeemen, 
proclaimed the result on the face of the re- 
turns. And this was the meeting of the com- 
mittee at which Mr. Gress and his attorney 
did not appear. 

Since that day Mr. Gress’s petition of con- 
test and the evidence An support of it have 
been considered by a‘ majority of the com- 
mittee. They have found unanimously that 
140 fraudulent and illegal votes wére cast and 
counted at Abbeville for George F. McLeod 
and against George V. Gress, and that Mr. 
Gress is the nominee for representative. They 
denounce the act of Chairman Warren in pre- 
tending to declare the result of the primary of 
his own motion on the face of the returns as 
an act of usurpation, revolutionary in its char- 
acter and calculated to destroy the party or- 
ganization in the county. 

Mr. McLeod made no denial of the allega- 
tions of fraud in Mr. Gress’s notice and peti- 
tion of contest. But your doughty correspond- 
ent says he had ‘‘no chance’’ because the re- 
eords were gone, Well, did you ever? So his 
only plea would have been one of set-off and 
not of denial. Nobody has been heard to deny 
these allegations of fraud, and, I apprehend, 
never will be. The evidence is conclusive, and 
it will be preserved. So, Mr. Warren can de- 
Clare the résult upon the face of the returne 
till! he grows hoarse: and your correspondent 
eah write of meetings that do fiot meet till 
he is old and gray; but the people prefer to 
have that dirty face washed, and they may be 
relied on to do it.

Recently a loan in connection with the 
South African war was floated by the 
Bank of England. Outwardly and super- 
ficially viewed it was a great success. 
It was subscribed tio several times over 
in the way well known to all financial 
men, but those behind the scenes were 
well aware that an enormous number of 
would-be purchasers were merely specu- 
lators counting upon a premium—to use 
a well known term in the market, “to 
take it and get out.’’ 

Sure enough that loan went to a pre- 
mium of negr 3 per cent at once, in @ 
moment, and the speculators ‘‘got out.” 
The war lasted longer than was at first 
anticipated. Trouble in Coomassie and 
China loomed up, and in but a little 
while the war loan was at a discount 
almost as large as the premiums had 
been. 

Thus when it became necessary to raise 
more money the chancellor of the ex- 
chequer, who had on previous occasion 
refused a large financial offer from the 
United States, found that cir¢umstances 
had altered and that a Second loan would 
not be so eagerly taken up as the first, 
and that the war had drained a great 
deal of money. out of the country. So he 
looked téward the United States to place 
half of his new loan of £10,000,000 sterling, 
and American firms responded by sub- 
scribing the sum In the space of thirty 
minutes. 

It is a sign of the timés. ft means 
that the United States has entered into 
the English market and h@lped finance 
it. Just as important is the rumof that 
Russia is also looking to the tinited 
States for a new loan. 

This is what imperialism has brought 
England to. Let the United States take 
warhing and beware.

He 
refused to show the notes to any one, but 
told what they contained. 

Wilkinson said it was the purpose of the 
girl to visit relatives for the next ‘twelve 
months. By the end of that time he hopes 
to have been divorced from his wife, upon 
her application. If he is free to marry, 
the girl will then go to him as his wife. 
In case his wife does not apply for a di-

Mr. Curtis-Lothchild had told one in 
ecnfidence that he would rent a cottage 
here and remain to prosecute Wilkinson, 
and to another he announced that he 
would keep the mother and daughter at 
the Kimball house.

REWARD AFTER TEN YEARS 


Jackson County Murderer May Be 
Apprehended. 


CRIME COMMITTED IN 1890 


Three Rewards for Alleged Murder- 
ers Offered Yesterday by 
the Governor. 


Three rewards, aggregating 3400, were 
offered by Governor Candler yesterday 
for the arrest of fugitives, all three of 
whom are charged. with the crime of 


murder. 

The murder: of Phil Smith, a planter 
of Jackson county, was committed by 
Luther Ham. a negro, of that eounty, in 
June, 1890. Ham escaped immediately af- 
ter the crime became known and for 
ten years there was no trace to be found 
of his whereabouts. It is belleved now 
that the neero returned recently to his 
old home in Jackson. and tin the hope of 
bringing him to justice the following 
order for reward was issued bv the gov- 
ernor vesterday: 

Where- 
as official information has been re- 
ceived at this department that on the 
2th dav of June, 1890. in the countv 
of Jackson, one Luther Ham. colored, 
committed homicide upon the person 
of Phil Smith and escaped and is now 
a fugitive from justice, {it is there- 
fore ordered that the secretary of 
state record and issue a proclamation 
offering a reward of $100 for the ar- 
prehension and delivery, with evi- 
evidence sufficient’ to convict, of the 
said Luther Ham to the _ sheriff of 
Jackson county,

So Brenner Testified in His Trial Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 


JUSTICE BOUND HIM OVER 


Whaley Said His Wife Was Twenty- 
Nine Years Old. 


OTHERS THOUGHT SHE WAS HANDSOME 


Boarding House Shooting Scrape Was 
Reviewed Before Judge Blood- 
worth at Length. 


R. E. Whaley and W. K. Brenner, the 
two Holland house boarders who figured 
as principals in a sensational police court 
case Wednesday, the former as the 
wronged husband, confronted each other 
again in Justice Bloodworth’s court, at 2 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. The case 
was that of the state versus William 
Brenner, charged with assault with in- 
tent to murder. The prosecuting wit- 
ness was R. E. Whaley, who appeared 
in court with his friend and employer, 
Sam Burbank, in lieu of an attorney. The 
defendant was represented by Lowry Ar- 
nold. 

Whaley was first called to the stand 
and narrated the story of the shooting af- 
fray in the parlor of the Holland house 
late on the afternoon of Tuesday, Au- 
gust 4th. What he said was’ largely a 
repetition of his testimony in the record- 
er’s court. He said that shortly before 
he caught his wife and Brenner in the 
latter’s room together, the occurrence 
which led to the collision in the parlor a 
few minutes later, he told Mrs. Voor- 
hees, the landlady, that since his wife 
refused to leave the house with him and 
persisted in conducting herself improper- 
ly with Brenner, he would leave him- 
self, but would continue to pay his child’s 
board at the Holland. As for his wife, 
he declared he would not pay for her 
board thenceforth, nor have anything 
more to do with her. He said Mrs. 
Voorhees chided him with being unduly 
suspicious and harsh, and that he asked 
her where his wife was then. She re- 
plied: ‘In the bathroom upstairs.”’ This 
aroused Whaley’s suspicions, as there 
was a bathroom connected with his apart- 
ments on the first floor, and he turned 
and went upstairs. Finding the bath- 
room unoccupied, he:said he went straight 
to Brenner’s door and found it locked. 
After being denied admission, he pre- 
tended to go down stairs again, but in- 
stead slipped in an adjoining room and 
waited till Brenner came out. Hearing 
the key turn on the inside after Brenner 
left his room, Whaley said he knew his 
wife was inside, and ran to the ground 
floor, climbing to the roof of a shed 
under Brenner’s window, from which he 
sought to enter the room by opening the 
blinds. Just as he was on the point of 
entering, he said ‘he saw Mrs. Whaley un- 
lock the door and run out. He contended 
that when he struck Brenner with his fist 
in the parlor, after the woman in the case 
had locked herself up in a room through 
fear of meeting her enraged husband, the 
young man attempted to kill him by firing 
‘Maree point blank shots at him with his 
revolver. 

W. K. Brenner took the stand and gave 
his version of the affair as though he 
were rehearsing a monologue. 

“T have boarded at the Holland,” said 
he, ‘‘since the first of this year, and in 
that time have been socially intimate with 
fifty ladies, I reckon. I was on friendly 
terms with Mrs. Whaley, juct as I was 
with ten other ladies that are living at 
the boarding house. I didn’t know Mr. 
Wha'ey had anything against me, orsthat 
I had done anything wrong in his estima- 
tion, till the afternoon that this trouble 
occurred. was standing before my 
dresser in my bedroom, with the door 
open, when I suddenly heard Mrs. W ha- 
ley’s voice. I turned and saw her stand- 
ing in the hall. ‘Oh, Mr. Brenner,’ 
said she, ‘I want to put you on your 
guard. Mr. Whaley is awfully jealous of 
you, and I came up to warn you that 
you must not speak to me any more. 

“Before I could reply, she exclaimed 
in affright: ‘My God! I hear him coming 
up the stairs,’ and rushed into my room, 
slamming and locking the door after her. 

“TI tried to make her go out, telling her 
she would get us both into trouble. I was 
very much excited and displeased, and 
would have opened the door anda 
pushed her out, bui I was afraid to put 
my hands on her. I heard her husband 
coming toward my door. He Kuocikea 
loudly, and I asked: ‘Who is it? Ile 
answered, trying to disguise his voice, 
‘O’Hearn. Mr. O’Hearn was my rvom- 
mate. I did not answer, but went ana 
laid down on the bed with a novel in my) 
hand, the lady standing all the time near 
the door. I lLeard Mr. Whaley climbing 
up on the roof under my window, ana 
lay there while he was trying to open 
the blinds, in momentary fear of being 
killed. I didn’t know but what he had a 
gun and would shoot me. It was an awk- 
ward situation, but I wasn't responsible 
for it. When he went away, I said to her: 

‘‘*Now you have got me into it. Your 
husband will kill me. He is a bigger map 
than I am, and if I go down stairs he will 
hurt me. I am afraid he means trouble, 
and I shall have to defend myself.’ 

“tT then got my revolver out of the 
drawer and put it in my pocket, leaving 
her alone in the room. I went down to 
the parlor and was talking with Mrs. 
Voorhees when Mr. Whaley entered che 
room. He waiked rignt up to me aid 
struck me a blow on the temple that sent 
me reeling against the furniture. He 
came at me again, and [ /was afraid he 
would kill me. I thought I saw something 
gleaming in his hand. I pulled ray -se- 
volver and fired once under his upraised 
right arm and once under his ieft, intend- 
ing to miss him. My third shot went a 
foot wild, and I was standing right up 
against him. I could easily have killed 
him nad I chose. Then he got frightened 
and ran after a policeman. Pretty soon a 


| couple of officers came in, and one of 


them said. ‘You are my man.’ 1 said, 
‘All right,’ ond went along.” — 

Having explained how Mrs. Whaley 
happened to bé in his room, and the par- 
ticulars of the fight in the parlor, young 
Brenner made some gratuitous remarks 
about his fellow boarder’s wife. 

“My God!” he cried, in a tone of injured 
innocence, “does anybody think I would 
get on terms of improper intimacy with a 
woman like Mrs. Whaley? She must be 
at least thirty-five or forty. I never saw 
as homely a woman, either. She wears 
glasses-I dcn’t know whether it’s be- 
cause she is so old she- has to, or: not. 
She is a big, tall woman—taller far than 
me, and I saw her weighed once; she 
weighed 165 pounds."”’ 

In a little colloquy that ensued, Whaley 
stated that Mrs. Whaley was twenty-nine 
years old, and weighed 135 pounds. He

BAKER GRINS AT HIS AWFUL FATE 


Governor Candler Has Been Prepared 
To Grant Respite for Several 
Days in Order To Allow a 
Trial—Unwilling To 


Pass on Case. 


The penalty of death for the murder 
of his wife will not be paid by James 
L. Baker tomorrow, nor will it be paid 
at all until a jury of the condemned 
man’s peers has passed on the issue of 
his sanit'y or insanity. This morning the 
only hand capable of staying the sen- 
tence of the law—that of Governor Can- 
dler—will sign a respite, giving Baker 
thirty days more of life and the oppor- 
tunity of being taken before the court 
in order that his mental responsibility 
may be determined. 

This course was practically decided on 
by the chief executive yesterday morn- 
ing, when an array of additional evidence 
was brought to his attention, leaving in 
his mind a greater element of doubt 
than ever as to Baker’s sanity. 

Under an amendmént to the criminal 
law passed in 1897, it Is neressary in or- 
der to get! ay person before a jury that 
his sanity may be passed on, to secure 
the affidavit of a reputable physician 
that, in his opinion, the mental state 
of the person fn question fs such that a 
jury should pass upon it. At a late hour 
last! night it was ascertained that the 


affidavit and would be ready to present 
it to Governor Candler at 9 o’clock this 
morning. Governor Candler, whose de- 
sire from the first has been to see no 
element of doubt left as to the man’s 
condition, has agreed on the presentation 
of the papers to grant a respite for 
thirty days. Before going to the gover- 
nor the affidavit must be carried before 
Judge Candler, of the superior court. 

The trial in the superior court under 
the new act will be conducted like an 
original trial in that court. Twelve ju- 
rors will hear.the evidence touching the 
mental conditidn of Baker and only such 
evidence will be considered admissible. 

Attorney Lee Langley, who has the case 
in charge, has been notified by more than 
one physician of Atlanta that they will 
sign the affidavit necessary to the trial 
It is the wish of Baker’s counsel and 
that of his friends, however, that the 
affidavit be made by a physician who has 
known the condemned man all his life. 
The terms of the law are such that any 
expert can sign, the needed paper simply 
on the evidence now in the hands of 
the governor. 

Case d Puzzling One. 

Although Baker will in all probability 
be t ‘°d under the insanity act, there 
is no one to claim that he is insane. It is 
not a part of the evidence that the man 
is insane and the object will be to show 
that his mental condition is so weak that 
when in one of the fits which were 
known to come on him periodically he 
was totally irresponsible and nothing 
short of an imbecile. The people for 
whom Baker worked and whose evidence 
has never gone before a jury testify that 


was dangerous and capable of no .se- 
straint.

MAKES A REPLY 


Writes Card Concerning General Chal- 
eron’s Criticism. 


SOLE JUDGE OF HIS ACTS 


Says That He Does Not Care To Be 
Dictated To. 


WILL NOT ATTEND 6, A. R. ENCAMPMENT 


Card Was Called Forth by a Resolu- 
fion Recently Adopted by the 
. Army of the Tennessee. 


General John B. Gordon, commander of 
the Confederate Veterans’ Association, 
has replied in a vigorous and independent 
card to the recent criticism of his par- 
ticipation in the blue and gray reunion 
in this city, as well as his acceptance of 
an invitation to attend the annual en- 
campment of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public in Chicago. 

Some weeks ago the army of the Ten- 
nessee in session in New Orleans adopted 
a resolution introduced by General Chal- 
eron which, after criticising the fact that 
he had taken part in the blue and grav 
reunion, protested against his acceptance 
of the Grand Army of the Republic invi- 
tation. 

General Gordon’s Reply. 
General Gordon's reply is as follows: 
Kirkwood, Ga., August 20.—To the Confeder- 

ate Association of the Army of Tennessee. 
Comrades: A resolution recently adopted by 
your association at the instance of General 
Chaleron, criticising several acts or supposed 
acts of mine, entirely escaped my attention 
at the time of its appearance in the public 
press, and I have just seen it for the first 
time. I understand this action of your asso- 
clation to mean a formal and public notice that 
you disapprove of my particiuation in the blue 
and gray meeting which recently occurred in 
Atlanta; and also that it means a formal and 
public protest by your assoctation against my 
acceptance of an invitation extended to me bv 
the Grand Army of the Republic and by the 
executive committee of the citizens of Chicago. 

The object of this reply to your resolution, 
which you failed to send me, is not to call in 
question the right of your association to crit- 
iclse. my official account of mine which does 
not meet your approval. I do wish, however, 
to. state kindly but frankly and plainly that 
my own conscience and my own conception of 
duty must be my guide In the future as in the 
past. 

As to the courteous and cordial invitation of 
both the Grand Army of the Republic and of 
the executive committee of Chicago citizens, 
I have to state that I greatly appreciated the 
compliment paid me by that invitation, and 
the spirit which prompted it. Circumstances, 
however, rendered it impossible for me to ar- 
cept and I so notified the officers and com- 
mittees nearly two months ago. But, In this 
connection also, I wish to say that I must te 
the judge now and hereafter of the propriety of 
accepting igvitations from any section of this 
country or any class of my fellow comrades. 

In order that there may be no possible mis- 
understanding of my position on theese and all 
kindred matters, I repeat my sole guide must 
be my own convictions of duty to this whole 
country and to the southern people whose 
glorious record in all the past, whose tradi- 
tions, dignity and honor I have endeavored 
to defend and uphold at all times, in all sec- 
tions and under all conditions. 

In conclusion, let it be definitely understood 
that so long as providence permits me to speak 
or labor I shall continue the efforts which I 
have made for thirty years In the interest of 
sectional harmony and unity. Whatever I can 
do will assuredly be done for the truth of 
history, for justice to the south and to all 
sections, for fostering our cherished memories, 
for the settlement of all sectional bitterness 
and for the settlement of all sectional contro- 
versy and on a basis consistent with the honor 
and the manhood and the self-respect of all.

Very shortly Savannah will leave the 
category of those communities that have 
no union station or having one are helip- 
less in view of its inadequacy. 

With a charter calling for a union sta- 
tion of the value of $300,000 tucked under 
his arm. J. Randolph Anderson, of the 
Savannah Union ‘Station Company, left 
Atlanta for his home yesterday afternoon 
congratulating himself that the last ob- 
stacle to Savannah’s happiness in one re- 
spect had been removed.

“Savannah will soon be out of Atlanta’s 
class,’’ said J. Randolph Anderson, as he 
received the charter of his company. ‘‘We 
have had some delay in getting the kind 
of station we wanted, but the delay has 
turned out to be an advantage, for the 
depot which is to take in the entire block 
at West Broad, Stewart and Roberts 
streets would not have been as large as it 
will now be had we conte to an under- 
standing some months ago. 

“Toe arrangement of the tracks and 
other details have all been settled, and 
the plan of the structure is how being 
submitted to the officials of the various 
roads. The location is a very desirable 
one, and I can assure you (at the same 
time entertaining the best of hopes for 
Atlanta) that the depot will be a buil- 
ing of which Savannah can justly he 
proud.”’

AT LOWEST EBB 


Values 25 Per Cont Lower. Than Three 
Months Ago. 


Market Value of the Two Materials 
Is Closely Allied. 


WO IMMEDIATE ADVANCE EXPECTED 


Lumbermen at a Loss To Account 
for Low Price of Yellow 
Pine.

Within the past two or three months 
there has béen a sharp decline in prices 
on nearly all grades and qualities of lum- 
ber. 

The decline came close upen the heels 
of the recent sharp slump in iron. Men 
in the trade say that these two principal 
ccrstructivs materials ere closely iden- 
tified with each othér from a market 
standpoint, and a change in the price of 
one is usually followed by a change in the 
price of the other. 

When the, precipitate decline in iron 
values’ came two or three months ago, 
the price of lumber followed suit and 


paratively speaking, this was even great- 
er than the falling off in the prices of 
fron. Lumber men are 2greed that the 
immediate cause of the present low price 


} of lumber ifs the decline in iron pricos. 


Within the past few weeks, however, 
under the stimulus of the steA&dy and in- 
creasing demand, lumber prices have ral- 
lied and are now within 2 per cent of 


| what they were before the slump came. 


It is said by persons who are well inform- 
ed that there will be no further advance 
until after the national election. Rail- 
roads and contractors on public buildings 
and municipal improvements are, as uss 
ual, holding.off until the political situa- 
tion is clarified. 

Lumber men are surprised at the low 
price of yellow pine lumber. They say 
that the supply is rapidly and constantly 
decreasing, and the demand {fs as steadily 
increasing. They are at a loss to ex- 
plain why this condition of affairs should 
not tend to run the price upward. 

During the four years, 1887, 1888, 1889 and 
189) thg lumber market in Atlanta was 
greatly stimulated and prices reached the 
high water mark. During those years 
they were at least 33 1-3 per cent higher 
than they are today. Buildings were go- 
ing up on every hand and the market ex- 
perienced a decided boom. 

The dealers look for the present prices 
to continue for about sixty or ninety 
days, after which they anticipate a re- 
vival of the old values, or at least a de- 
cided advance.

COURT MARTIAL 70 


TRY SAVANNAH BOY 


Serious Charges Against Member of 
Pirst Regiment. 


INSUBORDINATION INVOLVED 


Courtmartial of Corporal Harris To 
Consist of Eight Officers. 


ARMORIES ARE TO. ESCAPE TAXATION 


Three Offices of the Fifth Infantry 
Are Now Vacant and Must 
Be Filled. | 


The First regiment of Georgia infan- 
try at Savannah is to have a general 
courtmartial at once for the trial of 
Corporal Harris, of company M, and the 
investigation of other cases that may be 
brought to its attention. The charges 
agairst Corporal Harris, of Savannah, are 
of a serious nature; the offenses of which 
he is said to be guilty having been com- 
mitted at Louisville Ky., while his com- 
mand was in that city taking part in the 
late reunion of confederate veterans. 

Among the charges that will be pre- 
ferred, it is understood, is that of insub- 
ordination and a number of minor of- 
fenses coming under the head of conduct 
detrimental! to the service of the state. 

The courtmartial, which ts to consist of 
eight members and which will have Lieu- 
tenant Colonel Wyly, of the First rige- 
ment, at its head, has been authorized. by 
Governor Candler, but yesterday that of- 
ficial would say nothing bearing on the 
charges and when the courtmartial would 
be convened. 

Ccmpany M, of the First regiment, with 
another detachment of Savannah troops, 
accompanied the veterans of the state to 
the Louisville reunion. While there Cor- 
poral Harris is said to have been seen 
intoxicated on more than one occasion. 
The charges are also understood to in- 
clude that of cursing a superior officer. 
Similar charges as those against Harris, 
brevght in the regular army, would re- 
sult. if sustained, in impeachment from 
four to seven years. 

There are two other cases in Savannah 
to be brought to the attention of a court- 
martial, but as these are among the col- 
ored troops of that city it is uncertain 
whether the courtmartial that sits in the 
Harris case will also take up the other 
two. 

Armories Cannot Be Taxed. 

Attorney General Terrell, to whom was 
referréd by Governor Candler the legal 
right to tax military armories in the 
state, yesterday morning handed down 
the opinion that such a taxation would 
be illegal. The opinion is based on the 
law as given in section 1156 of the code, 
which practically holds military armorites 
to be public property of the state, and 
therefore not subject to taxation. 

The issue was one of little significance 
so far as any gain that would have result- 
ed by the taxation of military property 
since there is comparatively very little 
of it. The principle involved, however, 
was of the highest importance, and the 
military men of Atlanta are glad that the 
decision is in favor of the armories. 

The case was brought ‘before Governor 
Candler from Chatham and Richmond 
ecunties, where the tax officials sought 
to force the company commanders to re- 
turn their armories for taxation. Governor 
Candler referred the matter to the attor- 
ney general and his opinion pobably set- 
tles the issue for good. 


Three Offices Are Vacant. 


There are now no less than three impor- 
tant offices of the Fifth regiment vacant 
and a great deal of interest is felt 
throughout the regiment as to the men 
who afe to fill them. The third vacancy 
was made yesterday by the resignation 
of Captain Sheldon, commissary of the 
Fifth. 

The office of quartermaster is left open 
on account of the death of:Captain George 
Brewn, who succumbed to injuries re- 
ceived in a fall from a train while on the 
trip to Savannah with his regiment. 

The first and most important office to be 
filled in the near future is that of Heu- 
tenant colonel, which has been vacant 
since the reorganization of the militia in 
February. The lisutenant colonelcy was 
tendered to Inspector General W. G. 
Obear, but under the law that officer 
could not accept without relinquishing his 
commission as inspector general. Since 
the definite assurance that Colonel Obear 
eculd not accept his election as Heuten- 
ant colonel, no step has been taken to fill 
the vacancy and it fs still uncertain when 
another election for that purpose will be 
held. 

W. N. Tichnor has been appointed cap- 
tain and inspector of rifle practice in the 
Fourth regiment and has been ordered to 
appear before an examining board before 
receiving hi; commission. 

Second Lieutenant John M. Reese, of 
company H, Rome, was commissioned 
yesterday. 


WHO WII GET THAT OFFICE? 


Race of Abbeville Republicans To Get 
Johnson's Indorsement. 

Abbeville, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Considerable interest is being felt here 
in regard to the appointment of a post- 
master for this place. Mr. L. P. Wim- 
berly has been postmaster for the past 
term and has given general satisfaction. 
His term of office expired August 4th 
and he was an applicant for the position 
again, but being a democrat, he failed 
to get the indorsement of the republican 
executive committee of this county, and 
of course fafled in getting the Indorse- 
ment of-Mr. Walter H. Johnson, of At- 
lanta, being informed by this official that 
his service had been entirely satisfac- 
tory to the department, but he would 
have to get the indorsement of the re- 
publican executive committee of this 
county. Mr. Wimberly then withdrew 
his application. In the meantime Mr. W. 
T. Wilcox had secured the indorsement 
of the committee and was about to be 
indorsed by Mr. Johnson when J. P. 
Buckwalter, a republican from the north 
who has lived in this place for the past 
five years, decided that he would like to 
have the plum, and went up to Atlanta, 
called on Mr. Johnson and asked him to 
hold the appointment and give him a 
chance to present his claims.

Monument Will Be Unveiled to Ser- 
geant Moore.

‘WAS A BRAVE CONFEDERATE 


For a Number of Years His Last 
Resting Place, Near Howell’s 
Mills, Remained Unmarked. 


This afternoon at 8 o'clock a monument 
to*Sergeant William R. Moore, a gallant 
confederate soldier who was killed at the 
battle of Peachtree creek, July 17th, will 
be dedicated with appropriate exercises 
near Howell’s mills. Members of Wheel- 
er’s cavalry will take part in the ex- 
ercises, which will be a fitting tribute 
to iJie memory of a man who fought 
gallantly for the lost cause. 

Sergeant William R. Moore, of com- 
pany G, First Georgia cavalry, was one 
of the bravest men who fell at the bat- 
tle of Peachtree creek. He was a broth- 
er of Captain Jake Moore, of the peni- 
tentiary department. When his dead 
body was found, it was hastily buried in 
an improvised coffin made of unplaned 
boards, hewn out with an ax. For years 
the grave remained unmarked on account 
of an inability to find its location. Re- 
cently, through the aid of some of Pis 
comrades and residents of the neighbor- 
hood, the grave was located, and a suit- 
able monument erected. The last rest- 
ing place of the dead hero is in Emory’s 
graveyard. 

General Clement A. Evans and other 
prominent veterans will participate in the 
exercises this afternoon. In addition to 
the local relatives of the deceased, sev- 
eral members of the family. living in 
Rome will be nresent. All confederates 
are invited to participate. 


JAMES SAYS CROPS ARE GOOD. 


Adrian Planter Has a Hopeful View 


of Outlook. 

Savannah, Ga., August 20.—(Special.)— 
Captain T. J. James, of Adrian, fn an fn- 
terview with The Constitution represen- 
tative here, takes a most hopeful view 
of the outlook before the farmers this 
year. Captain James is one of the larg- 
est planters in the state and goes in for 
money crops. 

The cotton crop in his section, he said, 
is puarticularly good. He has himself 
2,000 acres planted in the staple and ex- 


pects to market at least’ 1,000 bales. This, 


crop, as well as those of his neighbors, 
will be ginned at his gin at Adrian. 
Another crop, and one which is becom- 
ing yearly more of a favorite with the 
fegmers, is cane. Captain James says 
he is gradually increasing his acreage in 


cane, and this year has 150 acres plant-., 


ed. This he will convert almost entirely 
into sirup, making only enough crude 
sugar to supply the local trade of his 
neighborhood. He finds a ready market 
for all the sirup he makes at 30 cents a 
gallon. He considers this even more 
profitable than cotton at 10 cents a pound. 


The average yield of sirup to the acre,-: 


he says, is 264 gallons. He will begin 
grinding about the middle of November. 

Captain James says he is also doing 
well with rice and especially is a good 
profit expected this year, due in a méas- 
ure to the Chinese trouble. He is not 
doing much now with his extensive Juns- 
ber interests on account of the low price 
of that product. In connection with his 
cotton gin he will next year build a cotton 
ofl mill with a capacity of twenty tons 
of seed a day, and he expects this to 
be another large money producer. Cap- 
tain James employs about fifty state 
saneiee om tes Ferm ie peeees fo eee 
other labor, and he has one the best 
making institutions in south Geor-

New York, August 20.—There was no radi- 
cal change today in the character of recent 
stock market operations. General news bear- 
tng on the situation was scant, but what there 
was was further ammunition for the bears. 
London, which has latterly been a buyer, turn- 
ed seller for a small amount and western of- 
ferings were effective in special stocks. Gene- 
ral weakness occurréd in stocks with which the 
firm of Flower & Co, is identified following the 
announcement of the death of a member of 
the firm. These include a half dozen of the 
most active issves, and losses ranged | to 2 
points with Brooklyn Trensit and People’s Gas 
leading. Elsewhere selling was in moderate 
volurme but some rather pronounced declines 
occ.irred in Sugar, ‘Tobacco, Consolidated Gas 
and Metropolitan Street Railway. Railroad 
stocks were much better sustained than the 
specialties, declines extending to a poin: only 
in St. Paul and Rock Island. While the gen- 
eral tone throughout the greater part of the 
day was reactionary, there were periods of 
the steadiness when the shorts reduced their 
lines. Some comment was aroused by the sud- 
den marking up of General Electric to 140%. 
Its closing price on Saturday was 136. RKe- 
ports of a combination with a rival concern 
and excollent earnings were circulated, of 
which there was to confirmation. Fluctuations 
in the steel group were comparatively narrow, 
byt early losses’ were generally recovered in 
the late afternoon on reports of improved 
trade conditions. A matter of interest in con- 
nection with the interr.ational monetary sit- 
vation was the decline in call money in Lon- 
don to 2% per cent. This circumstance was 
attributed to receipts of gold by the Bank of 
England amounting to $4,670,000. This 
amount included the $3,250,000 gold exported 
from here on Saturday week. The sub-treas- 
ury statement for today showed that it was a 
debtor at the clearing house to the unusual 
amount of $3,162,900. Payments by the gov- 
ernment on account of the redemption of the 
old 2 per cent bonds for Saturday and today 
amount to $3,732,019. At this rate of re- 
plenishment the banks will speedily recover 
the decrease in surplus reserves effected by 
last week’s gold shipments. In the last half 
hour of trading People’s Gas and Brooklyn 
Transit were bid up over a point from the low- 
est, which exerted a stimulating effect on tbe 
entire list.

Chicago, August 20.—Wheat advanced on 
higher cables today, but reacted, closing a 
shade lower. Corn \¢losed 4@%c higher and 
oats at a like advance. Provisions at the close 
were 7% to #Oc lower in pork, 5c lower in 
lard and 2%@5c down in ribs. 

A surprise in the shape of an advance at Liv- 
erpool came to traders when trade in wheat 
began. It was inthe face of a radical slump 
here Saturday, and shorts were accordinly im- 
pressede September opened % to %c higher at 
72% to 72%c, and for a time held around 
those figures. Outside people were the best 
buyers early, while the local crowd seemed 
about equally divided in their views of exist- 
ing conditions in wheat. The increase in the 
visible and heavy receipts at primary points 
later in the session, caused selling by longs, 
under which September reacted to 72c. The 
close was steady, a shade lower at 72@72‘kc. 
New York reported 29 loads taken for export 
and 5 loads were said to have been sold here, 
Clearances at the seaboard in wheat and flour 
were equal to 200,000 bushels. At primary 
western markets receipts were 1,561,000 bush- 
els, compared with 722,000 bushels last year. 
Minneapolis and Duluth reported 491! cars, 
against 448 last week and 327 a year ago.

Corn. was strong and active under reported 
assurances that the sun was blistering and 
withering corn in Kansas, and that the yield 
bids fair to be the smallest in the history 
of that state.

It was not 
so much a case of demand as of lack of sell- 
ers. Late in the day moderate unloading cf 
long corn, with the apparent intention of 
checking the advance, proved successful, as the 
market reacted over a cent. The close was 
firm. September sold between 40@38%c, clos- 
ing %4@%c over Saturday at 38%@38%c. Local 
stocks decreased 2,249,000 bushels, leaving 
only 683,000 bushels. The visible decreased

CITIZENS ARE NOT 
ASKED 10 SERVE 


Advice Apparently Not Wanted in 
Waterworks Matter. 


RESOLUTION IS REFERRED 


Beutell Wanted Citizens To Adver- 
tise for Bids for Machinery. 


COUNCILMAN POPE WAS ON OTHER SIDE 


The Resolution Was Referred to the 
Finance Committee, of Which 
He Is the Chairman. 


Another debate on the waterworks ques- 
tion occurred yesterday afternoon in 
council, but this time the discussion arose 
over a resolution which provided for a 
committee of citizens to aid the board of 
water commissioners in advertising for 
bids for new machinery for the water- 
works system. 

Council declined to appoint the commit- 
tee on the ground that the board of water 
commissioners is competent to advertise 
for bids without aid. The resolution 
providing for the committee of citizens 
was referred to the finance cémmittee, 
the chairman of which fought the resolu- 
tion yesterday afternoon. 

The resolution, which was introdu®d 
by Alderman Beutell, is as follows: 

Resolved, by the mayor and general 
council of the city of Atlanta, That 
a committee composed of the ‘‘council 
committee’ on waterworks and the 
board of water commissioners be here- 
by instructed, together with the fol- 
lowing citizens, who are requested to 
act with them, viz.: 

W. L. Peel, C. E. Currier, H. H. Cab- 
aniss, H. T. Inman, T. D. Meador, Os- 
car Elsas and E. H. Thornton. to im- 
mediately advertise for and receive 
bids for furnishing the following ma- 
chinery and appliances for our water- 
works system: One _ 15,000,000 gallon 
pumping -engine, one low pressure 
pumping engine, to wash out filters 
from clear water .reservoir, and addi- 
tional filters sufficient to filter 4,004- 
000 gallons of water per day. 

Resolved, further, That the commit- 
tee, above named, notify all bidders 
that these bids are requested for pur- 
poses of information, which informa- 
tion will be furnished to the general 
council, upon which it can at once 
proceed to raise the money required to 
make the necessary improvements in 
compliance with the city charter and 
the constitution of the state. 

Resolved, That the committee above 
named be requested to take up the 
work outlined, as early as possible, 
and report the results of their labors 
to the general council. The cost to 
be taken from the waterworks fund. 
Councilman Minhinnett was the first to 

oppose the resolut‘@n. He said he saw 
no necessity for the existence of the com- 
mittee. He moved that the resolution be 
laid on the table, but his motion was lost. 

Councilman Pope thought the resolution 
Was a slap in the face for the board of 
water commissioners. 

“If the resolution is adopted,” he said, 
“they ought all to resign immediately.”’ 

Alderman Johnson favored the Beutell 
resolution, and Alderman Welch and 
Councilman Holland opposed it. 

Councilman Grady announces. himself 
as unqualifiedly opposed to the Beutell 
resolution. 

If we have to call in a committee of 
citizens to help us advertise for bids,”’ 
he said, ‘‘why not wait until this present 
committee of citizens tells\us what to do. 
It is not a slap in the face for the water 
commissioners nor for the waterworks 
committee that we are giving; we are 
slapping ourselves in the face. It seems 
to me that we ought to be able to do 
something without calling upon citizens to 
aid us. If the people don’t like what we 
do they have their remedy.” 

The vote upon the motion to refer the 
Beutell resolution to the finance commit- 
tee of council stood as follows: 

Ayes—Alderman Welch and Councilmen 
Harwell, Rawson, Holland, Minhinnett, 
Parks, Terry, Adams, Grady, Pope and 
Longino—11. 

Noes—Aldermen Beutell, Day and John- 
son and Councilmen Bagett, Maddox and 
Roy—6.

IS BEING HELD 


Detectives Are Still at Work on the 
Case. 


——— 


MRS. BENJAMIN IS BETTER 


by Gardner. 


WAS. TELEGRAPHED BY A MOBILE MAN 


Mrs. Benjamin Admits That That Is 
Not Her Name, but Refuses To 
Give Her Right Name. 


Dr. G. W. Gardner, the aged physician 
who was arrested Sunday night by the 
city detectives, charged with performing 
a criminal operation upon the person of 
Mrs. Franke Benjamin, of Mobile. Ala., 
is still detained at the police station. The 
detectives have never relaxed in their 
labors to bring sufficient evidence to con- 
vict. 

Mrs. Benjamin was reen at the Bach- 
elors’ Domain by City Physician Hurt yes 
terday afternoon, and the physician said 
she was doing nicely, and could be re- 
moved to the hospital without any 
trouble. 

The young man who was arrested with 
Dr. Gardner and besievéa by the dctec- 
tives to be implicated in the case has 
been relessed, ag the detectives are con- 
vinced he knows nothing about it. 

Telegrams were received in the city 
yesterday from a man in Mobile, signing 
his name as M. B. Benjamin, and calling 
on those in the case to protect him at all 
hazards, and spare no expense in making 
the lady comfortable. 

He also instructed the young lady to 
employ counsel, and Colonel Rube Arnold, 
Sr., was retained to represent her. He 
called on her during the day and neld a 
short conference with her. 

An effort was made to induce her to give 
the name of the man responsible for her 
condition. This she positively retused to 
do, saying she would die first. She aiso 
refused to tell the officers her real naine. 
She admits that Mrs. Benjamin is as- 
sumed for the occasion. . 

Dr. Gardner is held at police station. 
He retus2d to discuss his case further 
than to say the detectives sometimes think 
they have a dead case when they haven't. 
He also said ne could prove by witnesses 
where he was every hour in the day or 
night the operation is said to have been 
performed. 

Yesterday afternoon the detectives cail- 
ed at the doctor’s residence on Whitehail 
street, and held a conference with his 
wife. She denied making any statement 
the night before to the reporter of The 
Constitution, further than to say she 
would commit suicide if the doctor was in 
trouble. 

An officer was detailed to watch the 
rooms occupied by Mrs, Benjamin all day 
yesterday, and allow no one te come in 
Or gO out Without authority. She con- 
versed with the officers dur.ng the day, 
and was bright and cheerful. 

She is a beautiful brunet, slightly below 
the medium size, and evidently of ex- 
cellent parentage. She converses jntelli- 
gently on any subject, and goes not secm 
to realize she is in any danger physicaliy. 

She stated that she had been in Dr. 
Gardner’s house for a little over a wevk, 
and that Mrs, Gardner objected so stren- 
uously to her presence'in the house that 
she finally consented tod go to a hotel, 
although it was the understanding that 
she was to be treated only in his house 
While she was in the city. 

‘“‘While 1 Was at Dr. Gardner's house he 
had two other patients there.”’ she said. 
“Dr. Gardner did not hesitate to talk 
with me, und he told me that he had. per- 
formed over four hundred of these opera- 
tions. He seemed to be under the influ- 
ence of some intoxicant all the time. 
This did not interfere with his duties, 
however, as he could, by feeling my pulse, 
tell what I would have te go through in 
the next few hours.”’ 

The arrests made Sunday night we'e 
among the fastest on record. About ¥:3v 
o’clock Officer Dobbs, who is on the 
Aragor. hotel beat, was told by an cld 
negro woman living near the Bacheiors’ 
Domain, that some crooked work was go- 
ing on in that hotel. She told the officer 
of suspicious actions on the part of thc 
hegro wo.ran, Lula Carter, who has since 
been arrested, and advised him to keep 
a lookout for her. 

Officer Dobbs immediately called up po- 
lice neadquarters. and conferred with 
Acting Captain Moss. He told the cap- 
tain of what the negro had said, and was 
told over the ’phone to wait until the 
captain could come to him. 

When Captain Moss reached the negro 
woman’s-home he was tcld all about the 
case, and decided to detail the detectives 
to work on it. Detéctives Wosten and 
Ozburn were called in, and watchej the 
house until 11 o’clock, when the negro 
woman told them Lula Carter was in the 
room nursing the young woman. They 
went upstairs and arrested her. 

On the way to the poiice station she in- 
sisted that she had nevér known of any 
criminal intent on the part of Dr. Gard- 
ner, and asked to be allowed to telephone 
him. This wags refused.
